The Like Shore Starta tbe Trouble by TTItll-drawi- ng

from a Switchinj Agreement.

Chicago June 23. A local paper eays; "Se-

rious trouble is brewing among tbe trunk-lin- e

and Central Traffie Association roads, aad the
indicatioas are that before long they will be en-

gaged ia a war oa freight rates. The initiatory
steo in hostilities has been taken by the Lake
Shore. It notified the Chieaeo east-boun-d com-

mittee yesterday that it had decided to with-

draw from tbe agreement providing uniform
switching charges in thie city. In explanation
of its action it stated that competing roada had
been abating switching charges for some time,
and tbat in consequence it found itself unable
to secure a . fair proportion of the eaat-hoon- d

trade, Tbe announcement waa not relished by
tbe other member of tbe committee, and after a
hot discussion it was decided to cancel the pres-

ent ewitchiog tariff. This will make the rate
oo graia to the East about 1 cent per lOOpounde
lest. It is expected that further redactions in
graia and provision rates will ensue. Tbe Lake
Shore struck still another blow. It discovered
that the Chletfo & Atlantic was cutting rates
from Chicago ta Akron and Cleveland, aad de-
cided to meet their rates. This forces a reduc-
tion in all local rates between Chicaro, CI e re-la-nd

and Akron. Bat the moat important atep
taken by the Lake Shore, aiichirao Central and
New York Central, was a cote to Chairman
Blacchard that it was their intention to reduce
the rate on dressed beef from Chicaeo to New
York and Boston to 4CJ cents per 100 pounds,
and aalciog him to promulgate such a
tariff. air. Blacchard declined, but it is
understood that the reduction will be
mad by the above roads next Monday io spite
or bis adverse decision. Tnl will compel all
other Eastern lines to make correspondingly
low rates on that commodity. Tne new rate of
4C cent to both New York and Boston is ex-

pected to take the basinets from tbe differential
rate line and bring it back to tbe Vanderbilt
roada The action of the Vanderbilt lines to
this matter is said to have been caused by tha
cutting of ratea br the Pennsylvania. Tbe lat-
ter, however, denlea that it ha given offense to
tbe Vanderbilt line, and claims that they have
been trvieg t trine oo a war for aome time.
It poiota to the f tct that it baa lost nearly all of
ita livestock trafdc, and rUims that the Vander-
bilt lines gained tt by cutting rates.
